A judicial answer to that question

Assuming that the staple 
dish in boarding houses will be *“‘bar- 
gained, sold and conveyed” in this one, 
the question whether hash is such mer- 
chandise as the deeds forbid to be, sold 
there will become pertinent.

Records Show Rainfall to Date 
Over Three Inches Below 
Normal. 








The ‘drouth, which two months ago 
was considered. serious in parts, of 
IHinois and Missourf, has given no in- 
dications, of a break, and farmers, man- 
ufacturers and even small consumers of 
water in places removed trom large 
streams, are feeling apprevensive. 

Reports from some parts of Lllinois 
say that water is being scld at 1 cent a 
gallon and. in some places is even dif- 
ficult to obtain at that price. 

The last rain sufficient to more than 
penetrate the dust in St. Louis and vi- 
cigity was Aug..6. Including the .9 of 
an inch that day, St. Louis to date has 
had only 2.36 inches. According to the 
normal rainfall, it should have had 9.47 
inches, a deficiency this year for that 
period of 7.11. 

The year started out ‘with an excessive 
rainfall, and although July was a dry 
month; at the end of that month there 
was an excess of more than three’ inch- 
es for the year, but that excess has ben 
wiped out and the dé€ficiency for the 
year is now 3.47 inches. The normal 


rainfall from Jan. 1 to Nov. 21 is 34.08

ALL HOPE ABANDONED 


Heroically Rescued -by Crew 
of British Sugar Steamer 
in a Gale. 


LEWES, Del, Nov. 21.—Showing 
plainly the awful suffering they had en- 
dured, Capt. D. F. Dougihs and his en- 
feebled and exhausted crew 6f 15 men 
of the British bark Osberga were land- 
ed here from the British sugar steamer | 
St. Helena, from Sourabaya. The Os- 
berga left Turks Island on Oct..14, with 
a cargo of salt, bound fer Portland, Me. 
All went well until Oct. 30, when, within 
150 miles of the Nantucket Lightshtp, 


_the bark ran inte‘s terrific northwest 


gale, many heavy seas boarding the 


vessel, causing her to strain and labor 


heavily and spring a ‘leak. After vainly 
trying to hold te: their course and keep 
the pumps going, the crew finally was 
compelled to put about and rin before 
the gale over the course they had come. 
Driaking Water Salted, 

Gale after gale follewed the ill-fated 
vessel, and fer 11 days the crew was 
kept at the pumps, the cook and cabin 
boy taking their turn, until all hands 
were completely wern out. To add to 
their misery, the drinking water became 
gaited, neo, foed could be ceoeked and 
they were compelled to subsist on-hard- 
tack without water. Whenever the gale 
brought rain a small. quantity was 
caught with canvas, but this always 
was mixed with salt spray; which made 
it brackish, and it lasted but a short 
time among so many... 

Three ‘nights later two steamers 
passed. without noticing their signals, 
to the, despair of all on beard. The 
men labored on, hewever, heroically 
battling for their lives, hoping and 
praying for the approach ef their res- 
cuers. Gale fellowed gale and, as the 
sea seemed to become mere furious each 
day, steering the ship was an impossi- 
bility. When hepe was almost gone 
and the vessel was settlirig at the stern, 
the crew’ being toe ‘much: exhausted to 
keep the water’ down. with the pumps, 
the St Helena, bound for the Delaware 
Breakwater for orders, hove in sight and 
saw the signals. 


‘Rescue Was Hazardous. 
The rescue ‘was most hazardous. The 
sea WAS running high, and beth the 
bark’s boats were smashed in the at- 


‘tempt to, Jaunch them, making.it impos- 


sible for the crew of the bark to go to 
the steamer. If rescued it, must be by 
a boat from the steamer, and, after 
viewing the wreught the bark’s 
beats it required censiderable heroism 
te launch a boat from the latter. Sec- 
end Officer Small and six men volun- 
teered, and, after a mest praisesworthy 


effort, in which their own beat was par- 


tially smashed by contact with the sink- 


ing bark, the whole crew were safeiy- 


landed on the steamer. 


On Oct. 6 Richard Graham, the ship’s 


carpenter, was hit by a heavy sea and 
knocked down the lazarette, severely in- 
juring his knee. He suffered intensely 


‘ until he received medical attention on 


board the St: Helena. The captain 
and crew are being cared for at the 
Lewes life-saving station and will leave 


‘for Philadelphia temorrow afternoon.

Doubtful Electrocution of 
Chester Gillette Started the 
Discussion. 


- 
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TESTS NOT CONCLUSIVE 





Body of Andrea Delverme 
Was Still Warm When Au- 
topsy Was Performed. 





AUBURN, N. Y., Nov. 21,—Does elec- 
trocution kill?’’ 

The question raised by Coroner G. F. 
Shrady of New York, author of the 
term “re-electrocution,” was asked of 
the six physicians who Br onaea the 
electrocution of Andrea Delverme of 
1 Rome at Auburn Prison. 

Each doctor answered ‘‘Yes,’’ but nw 
all qualified their statement by adding 
that they would be completely satisfied 
only after artificial respiration has been 
tried, as suggested by Dr. Shrady, who 
thinks the subsequent autopsy may be 
the cause of death. 

Delverme was the first criminal to 
be executed since Dr. SHrady, Dr. P. J. 
Gibbons of Syracuse, Dr. E. A. Spitz- 
ka of Philadelphia and others started 
a discussion of the method following 
the electrocution here last. March of 
Ghester E. Gillette. The most interest- 
ed physician here at the electrocution 
was Dr. Jacob Goldberg of Buffalo. 
He said after the electrocutién: 

“T came here especially to determine 
‘whether electrocution kills, I am sat- 
isfied that after the second contact the 
man is dead. I was the only physician 
present who examined the conjunctiva. 
That is the most sensitive test we know, 
and I found not the slightest sign of 
life.”’ 

“Se you believe that if artificial res- 
piration were attempted on Delverme 
he could be restored to consciousness?” 
was asked. 

“Well, to tell you frankly, that is a 
question that I am net prepared te an- 
swer,’’ he replied. 

All Sure, but Not Sure. 

The same reply came from every one 
of the physicians to this last question, 
but all expressed a desire to have ar- 
tificial respiration attempted, in order 
to settle this point. 

Dr. W. L. Hartman of Syracuse said: 
“Oh, he’s dead, theré’s no question 
about it,”” but concurred with the’ othérs 
in a desire to see artificial respiratjon 
tried. Dr. J. E. Canfield of Herkimer 
said: “I felt sure he was dead, but 
the stethoscope was the only test “f 
maéde.’’ 

Dr. John Gerin, the prison sivwebalain 
and State Electrician E. F. Davis de- 
clared the man dead after the second | 
centact. 

After the execution of Gillette a new 
set of contacts was installed by Davis. 
He increased his voltage from 1600-1700 
with three amperes to seven amperes to 
1800 to 1840 volts with eight amperes. 

Although the execution was pro- 
nounceg a success, Delverme required 
two shocks. At 184 Volts, three am- 
péres, the current raced through the 
man’s body for eight seconds, when it 
was reduced to 200 volts, and after half 
a minute, raised again to the maximum 
until a full minute elapsed. 2 

Dr. Gerin signaled, for the turn off and 
found the heart beating strongly, the 
chest “and neck of*the man being highly 
flushed. He ordered a second contact, 
which at, maximum power was held for 
20 seconds. The § physicians ~ present 
then made a perfunctory examination 
and acquiesced in pronouncing the mah 
dead. -When the autopsy was performed 
half an hour afterward, the.body wag 
stfll warm.

Former Secretary of State Mc- 
Grath Says They Were 
Closest in History. 





Tells How Returns Are Re- 
ceived and Acted On in 
Legislature. 





The elections of 1857 and 1908 were the 
closest in Missouri as between political 
parties for State offices, according to a 
statement made Saturday by Michael K. 
McGrath, former Secretary of State. 

“In 1857,” he said, “Gov. R. M. Stew- 
art (Dem.) defeated James 8. Rollins 
(Whig and Free Soil) by 334 votes. This 
election was only for one office and to 
fill a vacancy caused by the election of 
Gov. Trusten Polk to the Senate. At this 
time a vacancy in a State office was 
filled at the State election following such 
vacancy. Now it is different. The. suc- 
cessor holds for the remainder of the 
term for which the official whose place 
he took was elected. 

“The election of 1908 for executive of- 
ficers furnishes,.so many complications 
and uncertainties and iregularities that 
only will the result be accurately known 
when the General Assembly meets and 
desides the matter. This. decision: is 
reached by them in joint session. Under 
the law the county clerks, in St. Louis 
the Election Commissioners, make up the 
returns of the votes cast in: théirre- 
spective counties for Governor, Lieuten- 
ant-Governor, Secretary. of State, Audit- 
or, Treasurer and Attorney-General 
from the returns made t6 them by the 
judges and clerks of elections.

The circulation of the counterfeits in 
St. Louis first came to the notice of 
secret service operatives a week agg 
when the Boatmen’s Bank received one 
of the notes.in the deposit of a cus- 
tomer. Subsequently 13 of the bills 
were reported. by the Mechanics-Ameri- 
can Bank, the National Laundfy, Miller 
Drug Co., the Square Deal Clothing Co., 
the stamp department of the Postof- 
fice and the State National Bank. Many 
others are believed to be in circulation. 

Chief Wilkie of the Secret Service 
Department thereupon sent out a com- 
plete description of the bogus bills, 
warning all business men to look out 
for them. 

The counterfeits were first noticed 
in Chicago about Nov. 6, and the Se- 
.cret Service Department suspected 
that they were made in that city. 

The bill is of the 1899 series, check 
letter D. Each is numbered D47963872. 
The face plate number is 1164, and 
the back plate 782. The signatures of 
W. T. Vernon, Registrar of the Treas- 
ury and Charles H. Treat, Treasurer, 
appear on the face. They are printed 
on one piece of.paper, and the silk- 
en threads are imitated in colored ink. 
The letters “e’’ and “b” in “demand,” 
“bearer” and “payable” are poorly 
formed. The “V” in the center of the 
back, .as well as the.bair lines inside 
the “5” are omitted.

“We propose,” sald Presidefit ‘Francis,

The day 
the case was to have gone té trial in 
Belleville the child’s mother took her 
to the Judge and- requested that the 
charge be dismissed and this was 
done. Mrs. Biggs says this was be- 
cause Hamilton had talked to the moth- 
er of the child against her and had 


no character. 

“This enraged me so,”, She says 
“that I bought a horse whip at Belle- 
ville and brought it home with me. 
The way I caught him dnd whippsd 
‘him was this way: If took my whip 
and put it unde®-.my coat and stood 
outside. the drug store next door to 
the bank and. watched for him. When 
the 9:31 south bound train whistled he 
went over to, the depot. I slipped after 
him like a’ cat after a mouse. “I drop- 
ped my whip and while I was picking 
it up he got out of my sight. I hunted 
through the crowd. until, I found him 
‘and when I did I Ht:on him. I got tin 
four lashes. Then he turned on me 
and knocked me down and I got up 
and hit him two more lashes. Then I 
went home. 

“T have lived in Marissa 27 years. I 
have three grown children. I will not 
let anybody attack my character. 
will fight. for it. I hear that Hamilton 
is still talking about me. If he does not 
stop it I will whip him again. I will 
whip anybody who talks about me. I 
believe’ it Is a woman’s right to defend

Denies Accuracy of World’s 
Synopsis, but Proofs 
Contradict Him. 


McCLURES REJECTED IT 


Refused to Buy - Interview 
Later Suppressed 
by Century. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—The World to- 
day published an article which was in 
part an official synopsis of the now fa- 
mous interview which Dr. Hale had 
with Emperor William of Germany last 
summer on bodrd the imperial yacht 
Hohenzoliern, the same whose coming 
publication in the Century Magazine was 
suppressed. 

The New York World and the Post- 
Dispatch got the interview from an ab- 
solutely relidble source, but as a matter 
of courtesy the World sent a proof of 
tke article to Dr. Hale. Eugene K. 
Campbell, a lawyer and reporter, took 
the proof to Dr. Hale, whom he found 
in his office in the editorial rooms of 
the New York Times. 

Mr. Campbell told Dr. Hale that he 
had been directed to ask him to read the 
article throughout carefully and if he 
found any errors or false statements to 
correct them. Mr. Campbell told Dr. 
Hale plainly that the Post-Dispatch and 
the New York World would publish 
nothing fn the synopsis of the inter- 
view which he said was untrue or er- 
roneous and that he was at perfect lib- 
erty to cross out anything he pleased 
in the synopsis and it would not be 
printed. 

Dr. Hale read the article with seem- 
ing care and corrected the proof, strik- 
ing out some statements on which he 
objected. 

Will Publish Facsimilie. 

The New York World on tomorrow 
will publish-a facsimile of that part of 
the proof which Dr. Hale corrected 
with a black lead pencil. The article 
originally contained these words: 

“The World is able to state that the 
Kaiser knew full well with whom he 
was talking, and that the interview was 
arranged some days ahead of time.

Here Is Original Interview. 

The article stated originally: 

“It (the interview) was first submit- 
ted to McClure’s Magazine. 

‘“*T¢ I had realized that it was to be 
suppressed I uld have read: it more 
carefully,’ said Sewell Haggard, man- 
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| aging editor of McClure’s today, to a 
reporter, ‘The article was turned’ tn 
here by Dr. Hale, and after reading it 
over hastily, I passed it up to Mr. Mc- 
Clure. I must say it did not strike 
me as anything remarkable. It was 
simply the impression of an American 
literary man gained in an interview with 
European royalty. It was absolutely 
tame and I cannot seé what possible 
reason there could have been for sup- 
pressing it, even though the very inter- 
esting interview which has caused such 
&. rumpus in Germany had appeared in 
print. 

“*Why did you not accept the arti- 
cle?’ asked the reporter. 

“If I remember correctly, Dr. Hale 
wanted a quick reply and Mr. McClure 
handed the article back to him without 
reading it. I am quite sure that I am 
the only person in this office who did 
read it.’ ”’ 

Wrote “This Is All False.” 

Having read what has just been quot- 
ed, in the proof, Dr. Hale drew his pen- 
cil through the word “Magazine” ex- 
tended the penciled line to the proof’s 
berder and wrote there “False.” 
himself knocked out the next three 
paragraphs, making the pencil marks 
rvisible in the facsimile of the original 
proof...

H® play of the backs has been enhanced by the new rules in the game 

of football. By the backs we mean the quarterback, the fullback and 
al the two halfbacks, all of whom stand behind the fine men. The fullback 
usually stands between the two halfbacks and directly back of the quarter- 
back. This normal formation can be changed at will, providing the formations 
@re legal. For example, after they are massed directly back of one of the 
guards or tackles or strung out half-way across the field. 

- The new rules have so widened the scope of the mens duties and opportuni- 
thes for formation play by the use of the forward pass and onside kick and by 
: the compulsion of the 10 yards to gain, that plays can be formulated as quickly 
§nd as numerously as words from the alphabet or melodies from notes. 

* ‘The use of numerous plays is only limited by the ability. of the .team to 
and execute them. At present St. Louis University has some forty plays, 
Sut so simply arranged by signal that any player should learn to understand 

quickly. Yost publicly stated that he has 80 plays working. Of course 
may-thean 100 if he considers both sides of attack. 

Under old rules this was a large number and many coaches considered it 
foolish to nave more than twenty or thirty plays during a season. There are 
many remarkable changes brought about by the new rules, but none quite so 
‘eonspicuous as the explosion of this idea of the number of plays. Trick for-

feckless and of little practical avail. Possession of the ball was so important 
hat speculative plays were left alone.

AMERICANS TAKE 
CARS TO EUROPE 


Each year the American automobile is 
taking the place of foreign cars in Eu- 
repean tours by American motorists. 
This fact has. been demonstrated in the 
last five years by the reports of the 
customs of the country, and the ship- 
ments made abroad, 

Before 1904 it was a rarity to see an 
American car shipped to Europe for 
touring purposes, most of the people 
engaging im the diversion of automobil- 
ing on the Continent using foreign cars. 
In 1004 and 1906 a few Americans took 
their cars abroad with them, and in 
1906 there were so many American cars 
being used in Europe that several of the 
manufacturers established foreign de- 
pots for the supplying of parts and mak- 
ing repairs. 

Last year the number ef American 
cars used by Americans in foreign tour- 
ink exceeded foreign makes three to 
one, which was the reverse two years 
before. It was formerly the custom 
for Americans \to keep their foreign 
make car in storage in Europe when

Courage Falters When Croa- 
tian Parishioners Become’ 
Dissatisfied. 








FIVE YEARS’ . LABOR 





Father Suster Says His People 
“Are Ignorant and Do Not 
Understand.” 





The five years’ struggle of an ambi- 
tious young priest to build up a parish 
in the colony of Croatians here came 
to a disheartening climax yesterday 
afternoon when Father Oscar Suster 
said that he feared he had made a fail- 
ure of his work, and that he believed 
his life in danger from discontented 
members of his congregation. 

Father Suster is pastor of St. Jo- 
seph’s Croatian Catholic Church, at 
Eleventh stréet and Chouteau avenue. 
There are about 2000 Catholics the 
Croatian colony ana the majority of 
them are among the poorest of the 
city’s poor. 

Even though they were willing to give 
their pastor all the support that they 
could, the building up of a parish 
among them was a difficult undertaking. 
But the courage of the priest who came 
from Croatia to this country six years 
ago never. faltered until he discovered 
that many of his parishioners were dis- 
satisfied with him. 

Members Indignuant. 

Friday night an indignatiori meeting 
was held in the -parish hall at whieh 
members of the congregation scored 
their pastor for extravagance and, be- 
cause he had discharged John Vecerina, 
the organist and janitor. 

“My people do not understand,” said 
Father Suster sadly to a Post- Dispatch 
reporter yesterday afternoon. ‘‘They are 
poor and not educated and they think 
that because a priest is compelled to 
ask them for money to keep up the 
church that they should dictate..what 
he should do. I shall'tell you exactly 
what I have spent and done and you 
can judge for yourself. 

“The Archbishop allows me a salary 
of $65 a month to live on and to run 
the parish: house. Until Jjast year my 
parish house consisted of “two rooms in 
the rear of the chur 0.1 was not 
only able te live on my alloWamce, hut 
also to save $1000 which I gaye ‘to the 
parishy

Defeated for re-election to his present 
position, John E. Swanger, Republl- 
-can Secretary of State, will be appoint- 
ed by Gov. Hadley to the State Bank- 
ing Commissionership at a salary of 
$3500 a year. As Secretary of State Mr. 
Swanger received only $3000. 

Besides a better salary than he has 
drawn for four years, Mr. Swanger 
will have the appointment of eight bank 
examiners at a salary of $2000 each; one 
deputy at $2500; a clerk at $1800, and a 
stenographer at $1200 a year. 

From .the standpoint of political pat- 
ronage, this feature makes the Banking 
Commissioner a more important office 
than the Setretary of State. 

Heretofore the State secretary has 
appointed the bank examiners and con- 
ducted the examination of all State 
banks. 


Secretary of State Mere Clerk. 

This authority having been taken 
away from the Secretary of State, that 
official’s jurisdiction is confined to the 
issuance -of corporation charters .and 
other elerical functions. 

His patronage is reauced to the ap- 
pointment of seven or eight clerks, only 
one of whom receives more than $2500 
a year.

Hope Sun Will Shine on Hos- 
pital Saturday to Make 
Men’s Hearts Generous. 





In fifty-six buildings next Saturday 
St. Louis society women wil] sell badges 
for the sake of the St. Louis poor in 
the name of the St. Louis Saturday and 
Sunday Hospital Association. And next 
Sunday offerings will be made in all 
the churches and Sunday-schools of the 
city for the same purpose. 

Each of the buildings will be placed 
in charge of ome woman, who will select 
her own assistants. The fifty-six and 
their assistants will foregather at the 
Noonday Club Tuesday afternoon at 3 
o’clock and receive instructions as to 
their duties from D. R. Francis, presi- 
dent of he association. 

The women who will have charge of 
the collections are praying for two 
pleasant days in which to tag the 
givers, 

The women say that a man will give 
many times as much money if the sun 
is shining and his heart is giad as 
when the day is cold and stormy¢ 

Nearly every young woman who can 
spare the time has been called upon to 
act as an assistant to one of the ma- 
trons in charge of some point of vant- 
age, and few men will be able to resist 
the appeal and the pretty face of the 
hospital worker. 

Few of the women asked to aid in the 
work have refused to do so. There are 
no signs of jealousy in this great chari- 
ty and no one has shown any disposi- 
tion to feel slighted. On the contrary, 
those who were not appealed to by the 
various committees in charge of the 
work, owing to the great number of 
letters to be written to those already 
on the books, have written letters of 
suggestion to the Executive Board at 
the same time offering their services 
and showing a willingness to assist in 
any possible manner. These offers have 
been accepted and the workers assigned 
to places on various committees as the 
association feels that too much assist- 


‘ance cannot be had. ;

Knowing that he had only a few hours 
to live, Richard.Tone, a farmer at Fos- 
terburg, seven miles northeast of Al- 
ton, sat in an invalid chair on the 
porch of his home and directed the auc- 
tion sale of his property and the di- 
vision of the cash proceeds between 
his wife and four children. 

With the hand of death almost upon 
him he bid against his neighbors to raise 
the price of certain artig¢les which he 
thought ought to bring more than they 


“seemed willing to pay. 


He watched while his horses and fine 
cattle passed in review before him for 
the last time before going under the 
hammer to be turned into dollars for his 
loved ones, to whom he was soon to bid 
his last farewell. 

Bid Farewell to Old Friends. 

In trembling accents he voiced his 
protest against the sacrificing of his 
favorite saddle horse, his valuable cows 
and his poultry, and his whispered bids 
forced those who wanted them to pay 
a fair price for them. 

After a life of activity as a farmer, 
Tone, at the age of 19, was stricken by 
consumption. Several weeks ago his 
doctors told him that his days were 
numbered. 

Like the patriarchs of old, he met his 
fate without flinching and set about 
winding up his earthly affairs. 

“If I will my property to my wife and 
children there may be bickering and dis- 
sension. The best way is to sell it and 
divide: the money between them share 
and share alike,’’ he said. 

Asked Neighbors to Help. 

This was the program he carried out. 
He invited his neighbors from miles 
around to come and bid for the appur- 
tenanees of his well-kept 80-acre farm. 

‘Help me to dispose of my belongings 
that my family may have wherewith to 
live when I am gone,” was in effect 
the Spartan message which he sent 
forth. 

The sale was conducted by Auction- 
eer B. C. Dailey, who at every stage of 
it was directed by the voice of the dying 
man. ‘ 

It was after dark Thursday when the 
last of his earthly belongings had been 
disposed of. 

Five hours later he died, happy in the 
thought that his wife and children were 
provided for. 

His funeral was held yesterday at 
St. Patrick’s Church in Alton.

Knowing that he had only a few hours 
to live, Richard-Tone, a farmer at Fos- 
terburg, seven miles northeast of. Al- 
ton, sat in an invalid chair’ on the 
porch of his home and directed the auc- 
tion sale of his property and the di- 
vision of the cash proceeds between 
his wife and four children. 

With the hand of death almost upon 
him he bid against his neighbors to raise 
the price of certain arti¢les which he 
thought ought to bring more than they 
seemed willing to pay. 

He watched while his horses and fine 
cattle passed in review before him for 
the last time before going under the 
hammer to be turned into dollars for his 
loved ones, to whom he was soon to bid 
his last farewell. 

Bid Farewell to Old Friends. 

In trembling accents he voiced his 
protest against the sacrificing of his 
favorite saddle horse, his valuable cows 
and his poultry, and his whispered bids 
forced those who wanted them to pay 
a fair price for them. 

After a life gf activity as a farmer, 
Tone, at the age of 19, was stricken by 
consumption. Several weeks ago his 
doctors told him that his days were 
numbered. 

Like the patriarchs of old, he met his 
fate. without flinching and set about 
winding up his earthly affairs. 

“If I will my property to my wife and 
children there may be bickering and dis- 
sension. The best way is to sell it and 
divide. the money between them share 
he said. 

Asked Neighbors to Help. 

This was the program he carried out. 
He invited his neighbors from miles 
around to come and bid for the appur- 
tenanees of his well-kept 80-acre farm. 

‘Help me to dispose of my belongings 
that my family may have wherewith to 
live when I am gone,” was in effect 
the Spartan message which he sent 
forth. 

The sale was conducted by Auction- 
eer B. C. Dailey, who at every stage of 
it was directed by the voice of the dying 
man. ‘ 

It was after dark Thursday when the 
last of his earthly belongings had been 
disposed of. 


Five hours later he died, happy in the 


thought that his wife and children were 
provided for. 

His funeral was held yesterday at 
St. Patrick’s Church in Alton.

It would be legally impossible’ for the 
ii railroads in the Terminal Associa- 
tion of St. Louis to use the Free Bridge, 
and the friendliness which the Associa- 
tion’s president, W. S. McChesney, ex- 
presses for the people’s enterprise is a 
“special pretense,”’ in the opinion of 
Frank H. Gerhart. 

Since the initiation of the svheme to 
give the Terminal Railroad Association 
13 acres of streets in Mill Creek Valley, 
Mr. Gerhart has studied the Terminal 
Association’s connection with the de- 
velopment of St. Louis, and declares 
that out of self-preservation it would 
be compelled to fight the Free Bridge. 

In a reply to Mr. McChesney’s state- 
ment of the Terminal Association’s atti- 
tude toward the bridge, Mr. Gerhart 
quotes from the agreement which binds 
the 14 railroads in the Association to 
show that they must “forever’’ make 
use of its properties for all traffic, 
whether freight or passengers, to and 
from St. Louis, and between St. Louis 
and East St. Louis. This contract was 
made by the proprietary roads Dec. 16, 
1902, and is still effective. 

The same agreement obligates the 14 
roads to pay, “‘without limit,’’ their re- 
spective shares of the Terminal . Asso- 
ciation’s chargés in case of a deficit 
in its net earnings. 

“In view of this contract,” said Mr. 
Gerhart, ‘it is utterly impossible for 
the Terminal Association or any of its 
proprietary companies to transport 
freight or passengers over the Free 
Bridge, which, under the ordinance au- 
thorizing it, must be free of tolls.

PARIS, Nov. 13.—Mts. Collis P. Hun- 
tington, than whom there is no more 
assiduous collector of really fine an- 
tiques, has just concluded a purchase 
of some rare lace that she has been 
trying hard for 4 long time to acquire. 

Mrs. Huntington’s lace collection is 
the envy of most women in Paris. She 
keeps it in specially made cases in the 
main hall of her residence on the Ave- 
nue Gabrielle, and the piace of honor 
will be given to the pieces she has just 
bought. 

Her new purchase was originally 
part of the wedding trousseau of che 
Duchess d’Anzoulene,’ the daughter of 
Louis XVI. Some of it was made 
especially for her, other parts of it 
were given to her by friends. A few 
pieces in it were picked up by her in 
her many wanderings in foreign coun- 
tries. 

Duchess Gave It Away. 

At the time the Duchess left’ Russia 
with her uncle, Louis XVIII, she 
gave the whole collection to an inti- 
mate friend, who in turn disposed of 
it to the family from which Mrs, Hun- 
tington is getting it. 

The most important piece in Mrs. 
Huntington’s new collection is a 
flounce of point de Flanders, 17 yards 
long and nearly a yard across. An- 
other piece of point d@’Alencon is 12 
yards long. There is a varied assort- 
ment of collars, handkerchiefs and 
odd pieces of various kinds.

The 
evidence presented in the Govern- 
ment’s suit to dissolve the Terminal 
Association as a combination in re- 
straint of trade, Mr. Gerhart indicates, 
shews that this sum was expended not 
in impreving facilities, but in stifling 
competition. 

“In 1902, when the Rock Island at- 
tempted to purchase the Wiggins Ferry 
for an independent entrance and termi- 
nals, Mr. McChesney’s monopoly by 
forcing the price of the stock from 
$500 to $1500 a share, checked competi- 
tien. The ferry company’s 10,000 shares 
of stock cost the Terminal Association 
$7,426,000. 

“Next, the Terminal Association 
bought the East St. Louis & Caronde- 
let Railroad, for $1,250,000 cash; the In- 
terstate Car Transfer Co., the only re- 
maining competitor for river transfers, | 
and gave $687,000 fer it; and for $160,600 
absorbed the St. Louis Belt Railway, 


fa line having nothing but a franchise 


in St. Leuis County. Thus, a total of 
$9,525,000 was expended in perfecting 
a monopoly. Not a cent of this sum 
can be said to have benefited St. Louis. 

“As soon 2s competition was thus 
effectualiy destroyed, the Terminal 
Association raiscd ‘from 15 cents to 30 
cents the rate for hauling coal across 
the river. 

“The remainder of the expenditures 
which go to make the $13,000,000 of 
which Mr. McChesney speaks, in- 
cludes $5,482,919 for land and im- 
provements at the Union Station. In 
addition, the Terminal spent $243,- 
000 in extending and rebuilding lines 
in East St. Louis and $1,630,015 in 
constructing the Outer Belt in St. 
Louis County. 4 

“T> thus intrench itself against 
competition the Terminal Association 
had to pay $16,881,094. This money 
was obtained by issuing bonds to the 
amount of $17,500,000 and selling 
them at a discount of $687,000. At 4 


per cent this means a burden of $700,- 
000 annually on the city’s commerce. 

“The only ordinances which the 
Municipal Assembly has refused to 
pass at the Terminal Association’s re- 
quest were one authorizing a ‘loop’ 
from Eads’ Bridge to the elevated 
road an the Levee, and another giv- 
ing the Association a lease on 3000 
feet of the wharf at a rental ten 
times less than its value. 

“Mr. McChesney tells us fhat the 
Terminal Association's charges are 
more reasoreble and its services bet- 
ter than those obtainable in any oth- 
er city in the country. He omits to 
say what the Government's sult dis- 
closes—that because of the Termin- 
al’s delays, it requires from three to 
six Gays for goods to reach Alton 
from St. Louis, while shipments from 
Chicago, 279 miles distant, are deliv- 
ered in Alton in 24 hours. 

“He does not say that the Terminal 
charges $8 to transfer a carload of coal 
at St. Louis, or that the Missouri Pa- 
cific transfers the same carload of coal 

at South St. Louis for $2.18; neither does 
he say that his road made @ switch!

T a recent meeting in this city of the St. 
Louis District of the Missouri Federation 
of Women’s Clubs, Mrs. Everett W. Pat- 

tison, well known socially, made the remarkable 
statement that Mill Creek Valley is one of the 
most beautiful spots in St. Louis. Mrs: Pattison 
said this in a talk on the need of cultivation of 
artistic taste, asserting that the Western people 
do not all appreciate the beauties of nature that 
are around them. 

In order to submit this theory to an acid test, 
four. artists of the Sunday Post-Dispatch were 
directed to make paintings in color of Mill Creek 
Valley. The result is presented on this page. 
It must be confessed that it tends to indicate 
that Mrs. Pattison was right. 

Nobody, so far as known, had hitherto painted 
Mill Creek Valley. It was identified in the pub- 
lic mind with factories, rafiroad yards, smoke and 
dirt.: But even these, as it now turns out, are 
beautiful. 

It appears to be true that many of the attrac- 
tive phases of Nature in and about St. Louis are 
neglected by local painters. This applies also 
to other cities in the West. Artists of talent 
spend their time painting landscapes that might 
be anywhere, or human figures with no reference 
to locality or in merely imitating the _ painters 
of Europe and of the Hastern cities. Then these 
artists complain because the Western people re- 
fuse to buy their pictures. They make the curi-

ous statement that “there is no art atmosphere” 
in the Western cities, and that the people here 
do not appreciate: art. 


The truth appears to be that it is the artists 
who are blind and not the public. Why should 
a Western artist paint an Hastern scene, and hav- 
ing done so, why should a Western man buy it? 
We have been deluged from childhood with 
French, Flemish, Italian and New York art. 


Why should the Brooklyn Bridge be any more 
artistic than the Eads Bridge? How can a tree 
in the forest of Fountainebleau be any more 
beautiful than a tree on Chesley Island? How 
ean there be any more poetry in a sunset on the 
Blue Danube than in a sunset on the Mississippi? 
It is. the same sun and it sets in the same way 
in both places. Yet Western artists are forever 
painting these European subjects and neglecting 
equally beautiful subjects at their very doors. 
And the public which has beew deluged with Eu- 
ropean art for centuries sees nothing novel in 
these productions. 


Let Western artists paint Western scenes. Art 
is universal and is an interpretation of Nature, 
and there is just as much nature to the square 
inch in Missouri as there is in France.

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Sacrifice One Can Make for Love — Surrend- 
ers‘to Serve Unexpired Sentence in Jail From 
Which He Fled 25 Years Ago—Wealthy, He Is 
Betrothed to Million-Dollar Heiress of Pecos 
County for Whom He Will Clear His Name 


for giving himself up. His long term 
in prison, he decided, was in itself 
sufficient reparation for a fault ir- 
responsibly committed, to say noth- 
ing of the triumphant earnestness 
with which he had corrected his life 
and conquered honor and wealth. 

But love, which is king of all, re- 
awakened his scruples. How could 
he bestow upon a loving woman a 
name tainted with the charge of ‘‘fugi- 
tive from justice’’? How could he 
ask her to bear with him the sneer- 
ing apparition of exposure which 
haunted him? 


CONFESSED HIS CRIME. 


No sooner had he frankly put these 
questions to himself than he formed a 
heroic resolution. He, the wealthy, 
honored man, would confess his iden- 
tity with the forger of a quarter of a 
century ago, render himself up to the 
authorities, serve out his unexpired 
term, and then be able to look the 
world in the face without one fear of 
betrayal, and not one apprehension 
for the happiness of his wife. 

He sought Miss Cartwright to in- 
form her of his determination, and 
found her character as strong as his 
own. 

“Go,” she said, “anu . shall be wait- 
ing for you when ‘you are released.” 

So, a few days ago, the Warden of 
Huntsville Prison, in Texas, was' 
startled when a well-dressed man of 
highly respectable aspect, walked into 
his office and announced: 

“T want: you to lock me up. I 
escaped from this prison 25 years ago, 
and still have over a year. to serve.” 

The Warden, who had been ap- 
pointed since Tompkins’ flight, did 
not know him. Neither did any of 
the other officials and guards. But of 
the 2000 convicts in the institution, 
there were found two who were in- 
mates contemporary with Tompkins. 
Ore of them with difficulty recog- 
nized him. 

Reluctantly, the Warden ordered 
h's visitor shaved, clad in stripes and 


locked in a cell. He is now assigned 
to clerical work, and his situation is 
made as comfortable as possible. But 
he needs little cheering, as he is sup- 
ported by the consciousness that his 
unparalleled sacrifice is for the sake 
of the woman who loves him. 

When a young man in Nebraska, 
Tompkins was a student of mining 
and civil engineering. A nature prone 
to adventure and travel caused a 
clash with his,parents. He ran away 
to Texas and led a nomadic life, ac- 
quiring a passion for drink which was 
his undoing. He sank lower and 
lower, until he committed a forgery. 
He was convicted in Bastrop County, 
in April, 1877, and sentenced to spend 
tight years at hard labor. 

Prison life had the rare effect upon 
him of awakening him to remorse for 
his previous conduct, and to a de- 
termination to redeem himself if he 
ever had the chance. Confinement 
sternly cured him of his craving for 
intoxicants, and with the purification 
of his physical man came a cleansing 
of his moral faculties. 


ESCAPED FROM PRISON. 


He became thoughtful and serious, 
and resumed, in the spare hours in 
his cell, the studies which had before 
seemed so irksome for his volatile 
spirit. He procured books on en- 
gineering and mechanics, and passed 
many hours each day in resolute ap- 
plication. 

Impatience to begin the bright new 
life he had planned for himself tempt- 
ed the prisoner to make his escape. 
Another year of ignominy as a fel- 
on seemed too long a postponement 
of the advent of the upright man into 
whom hardships had developed the 
unsteady youth. 

Flight was d¢asy. For several 
months Tompkins had been a trusty, 
and his studiousness had won the pity 
of one of the guards. With the lat- 
ter’s connivance, Tompkins walked 
out of prison one morning in Novem-

his accomplice, and caught the first 
train for Mexico. 

At first a hue and cry was raised 
after him. But as months grew into 
years without disclosing a trace of the 
fugitive, his escape was at last for- 
gotten, save for the musty old files 
in the Warden’s office. 

In the mines of Southern Mexico, 
where. competent white men are ac- 
cepted and “no questions asked,” he 
obtained employment as an assistant 
engineer. This position he filled for 
five laborious, faithful years. 


OWNS RICH MINE. 


He was rewarded by an appoint- 
ment as chief engineer for a company 
opérating four mines in the State of 
Oaxaca, Mexico. He held this office 
for seven years. 

At the end of 12 years of labor and 
sobriety his savings amounted to 
enough for investment in a mine in 
Sonora. He is today three-fifths own- 
er of one of the best-paying silver 
properties in Mexico, besides. possess- 
ing several sugar plantations. 

It was not until 15 years had 
elapsed that he ventured to recross 
the Rio Grande and set foot in Texas. 
By that time his story was entirely 
forgotten, and his physical appear- 
ance had gained so in strength and 
purposefulness that he could almost 
have defied recognition. He purchased 
large ranches in Edwards and Sutton 
counties, and then returned to safety 
in Mexico. 


HUNTING IN TEXAS. 

Three times afterwards did he cross 
Texas on his way to New York on er- 
rands connected with his business, At 
lest he plucked up courage enough to 
spend three months in a hunting ex- 
pedition in the soufhwestern part of 
the State. Afterwards, he boldly took 
up his residence there, hoping, half- 
fearfully, that his identity would 
never be learned. 

It was two years ago that he met 
Miss Cartwright, the daughter of Capt. 
Louis Cartwright, one of the richest 
men of Texas. Their acquaintance 
developed into friendship, and before 
Tompkins paused to recollect that 
love was forbidden him, unless he 
were base enough to sacrifice a wom- 
an to his past, he was deeply in love 
with her. 

There is every indication that the 
voluntary prisoner will not have to 
serve much longer. A petition signed 
by thousands of persons, touched by 
his sacrifice, has been su')mitted to 
the Board of Pardons, praying for his 
immediate pardon and reiease. It is 
expected that, when certain formal1- 
ties have been complied with, the 
Governor will sign the papers and 
Tompkins will walk forth into free 
air with his citizens#ip and govd 
name restored, and the last obstacle to 
his union removed with one whom he 
calls the “best of women ” 

Tompkins, more happy m prison 
than he has been for years, declares 
that “My surrender has lifted a grea‘ 
weight from my mind and ahvut 
twenty years from my age. 

“I expect to erase the last debit 
against my life and offer myse'f, 
a clean page, to the best woman in 
the world. I had in youth more 
than the usual stock of wild oats, aud 
I sowed them diligently. I am now 
reaping the last of my harvest of pun- 
ishment. 

“Perhaps my surrender was quix- 
otic and gratuitous, as there is more 
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than a possibility that I might have 
finished my life without being rec- 
ognized as the drunkard and forger 
uf former years. 

“But I find certainty more tolera- 
ble than the endless suspense, which 
I could not have asked my fiancee to 
share with me. Except for her sake 
I should have run ¢he risk of expos- 
ure, and be today, probably, the hon- 
ored man I was before I surrendered. 
But my conscience is a# peace because 
1 did not lead a woman to marry me 
under false pretenses, nor subject her 
to the endless alarms of dread.” 

Tompkins told of the debates he 
had with himself as to his duty to 
surrender before he met Miss Cart- 
wright. 


PAYING THE DEBT. 


“I had never been entirely quiet in 
my mind about the 15 months I owed 
Texas,” he explained, “and yet I could 
not resolve to give up the realities of 
respect and standing to satisfy a se- 
cret scruple. 

“T would have been willing to give 
up half of my wealth to get a clean 
bill of health from the State, but I 
knew money would not buy @ restora- 
tion of citizenship. The thought of 
prison walls after years of liberty and 
the many changes which had come 
into my life grew to make me drip 
with cold perspiration. I convinced 
myself that I had more than paid my 
debt to society by my years in pris- 
on and my reform after escaping. 

“When I have paid my last debt to 
the State I shall marry Miss Cart- 
wright and settle down to a quiet I'fe. 
I hope the tragedy of my career will 
be a warning to young men to start 
lite aright. They can see in my case

how a headstrong fault of youth can 
arise in a man’s mature years to 
break his heart and that of the one 
he loves most dearly.” 

Miss Cartwright is tenderly proud 
of the self-abnegating passion she has 
inspired in Tomp*ins, and holds it: a 
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happiness tO possess. | 

“Virtue and vice should be reck- 
oned by the temptations with which 
one is surrounded,” she says, “and 
the height of a man’s moral stature 
should be measured from the depths 
in which he started. Mr. Tompkins,

HE automobile, whose advent was 
fraught with momentous inno- 
Ae. vations, good and had, in Amer- 
ican life, has now provoked a brand- 
Mew crime in St. Louis and @ther 
large cities, a crime for which the 
gtatute books have as yet provided 
Ro specific penalty. 

This consists, in its less reprehensi- 
‘dle form, in‘seizing a motor car as 
it stands idly before a theater or an 
office, operating it on a pleasure jaunt 
for 4 day or so, and then abandoning 
it In a cornfield or some remote by- 
path, whence it eventually returns 
more or less battered to the owner. 

But im harsher cases, the thieves 
drive the stolen machines to o'her 


_ efties and sell them, after disguising 


them with a new coat of paint and al- 
tering their appearance in various 
other ways, or. else they dismember 
them and sell the parts to a score of 
different persons. 
’ In St. Louls, within the last few 
months, an epidemic of the new crime 
has exercised the police, upwards of 
- @ score of its instances having been 
reported. The authorities in other 
cities are also attempting to cope with 
the same situation. But in many 
cases the ponderous machines have 
vanished as if by magic, leaving no 
trace behind them. 
3 ‘skancwenite g the theft of a motor car 
is reported to the police a descrip- 
tion of it is at once sent to the au- 
thorities of surrounding towns and 
to all the garages within a radius of 
a hundred miles. The supposition is

From the direction taken by most 
automobile thieves in fleeing from 
St. Louis, it is believed that the: first 
and most elaborate  sccret station 
hereabouts is in the southern part of 
St. Louis County, though its loca- 
tion, has not as yet been discovered. 

Here there’is supposed to be a corps 
of expert mechanics, skilled to dis- 
mantle an automobile or to vary its 
machinery so that its very owner 
could not identify it. There are be- 
Heved to be painters and upholster- 
e's, who can change the color of a 
machine in a trice and exchange its 
cushions for different ones. 

In a few hours the red touring car 
which stealthily entered the mysteri- 
ous garage, leaves it, perhaps, as a 
white runabout. Chauffeurs are 
changed, too, for the initial thief’s 
duties end when he has delivered the 
stolen car to the f'rst station. 

On the road, then, by night, the 
metamorphosed car whirls towards 
Kansas City or Chicago, the termi- 
nals of the undergroynd railroad. The 
driver knows perfectly the location of 
his sopping places en route, for food, 
gasoline or repairs. 

He keeps to the more untraveled 
roads, and still fearing detection (for 
the mate of a car cannot be altered 
though its appearance can) avo'ds

At midnight. the fugitive might be 
seen s.:eal.ng in the automobile into 
the ba*nya:d of some innocent-seem- 
ing farmhouse.

The “farmer” deftly applies wrench 
and hammer. or rips out a punctured 
inner tube in a twinkling and _ re- 
places it from his stock. A gasoline 
tank of respectable capacity restores 
the almost exhausted fuel, and water 
is handy to cool the engine. Food 
and drink are furnished the visitor 
and he starts again .recruited for the 
long drive to the next relief. 

Once arrived at his destination, the 
fugitive. meets another confederate, 
whose business it is to dispose of the 
stolen property. If the hue and cry 
after the machine is too loud, he may 
dismember the car and sell its parts. 
Usually, however, he is able to dispose 
of it intact. 

Sometimes he is compelled to ship 
the car to another “nal” thousands of 
miles away. The car which was run- 
ning but a few days before in St. 
Louis may reappear as the property of 
some purchaser who does not dream 
h- has received stolen goods. 

The most perilous part of the whole 
business is the original theft of the 
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automobile. For this business expert 
chauffeurs are said to be employed. 
They\prowl about at night until they 
find a machine standing untenanted 
outside a theater or at a turb where 
it physician is making a call. 

With perfect assurance, though 
many persons may be passing, the 
thief cranks up the engine, leaps 
aboard and is away like the wind be- 
— the owner has an inkling of his 
oss. : 

The latest instance of this kind in 
St. Louis occurred two weeks azo 
when Dr. C. W. Kennerly,.a physician 


in St. Louis County, was mek‘'ng a. 


professional call at 1326 Semple ave- 
nue. It was a Sunday night petween 
9 and 10 o’clock, and he left his $1000 
Ford runabout at the curb, as he had 
done a dozen times cfore. 

When he left his patient half ap 
hour later, there was only  biack, 
empty night where his machine had 
stood. The police were instantly no- 
tified, but the car*had disappeared. 
It has not yet been recovered, and 
may by now be speeding on the houle- 
vards of Washington, D C., or some 
other distant city. 

A few months ago the $2500 Winton 


touring car of Thomas &. Maffit of | 
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4549 Westminster Place. was stulen 
in broad daylight as it stood before 
an office at 318 North Fourth street, 
St. Louis. For weeks the police were 
baffled, for they could harély credit 
the supposition that a big touring 
car had vanished so utterly. 

Finally, however, the arrest of a 
young mechanic named Arthur Baker 
disclosed the fate of the handsome 
machine. Its engine had been sold 
by Baker to three men’who installed 
it in a gasoline launch plying on the 
Mississippi River. It was torn from 
the launch by the police and restored 
to the ‘owner. The muffler, dash- 
beard and mudguards were found hid- 
den in Baker’s cellar. To another 
man he had sold the cushions for $5. 
Still another had purchased the 
frame. Some parts of the machine 
are not yet accounted for. 

Baker declared he had bought the 
car already dismantled from a 
stranger, but as his wife declared she 
saw her husband drive the ear intact 
to their door on the day of the theft, 
Baker was held for trial on a- charge 
of larceny. Released on bail, he left 
St. Louis before his trial, and is said 
bj tne police to be hiding in Texas. 

No efforts of the authorities could 
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slicit from him any information as to. 
the “gang” of motor thieves which, 
is believed to exist. 

On Oct. 21 Frank Thorwegan, a 
young mechanic, stole a $1500 run- 
about from the garage of the Peper 
Automobile Co., 4928 Delmar boule- 
vard, some time betweefi 2 and 5 a. m. 
He at once whizzed out of town and 
reached St. Charles, where his sup- 
ply of gasoline gave out. Afraid to 
leave a clew by purchasing fuel, he 
abandoned the motor and reiurned to 
St. Louis by street car. 

When arrested, he confessed the 
theft and told where he had left the 
machine. His trial fcr larceny is now 
pending. -

ECOMMENDATIONS of the 
most radical character and of 
far-reaching importance to 


the Southwest, it is now believed, will 


be made when the “Country Life 
Commission,” recently appointed by 
President Roosevelt, makes its report. 
This Commission is the outgrowth of 
an idea formulated during the Con- 
servation Congress at Washington 


last spring, its purpose being to study 


conditions amongst the farmers. Its 
work is being taken up in a most 
comprehensive manner and South- 
western students who have been 


-Wwatching its progress are convinced 


that practical, beneficial results are 


- certain to follow. 


How to make the farm home attrac- 
tive ard the farm more productive, 
how to bring to the rural resident the 
comfort of city life without its unde- 
sirable features, has long been a sub- 
ject of discussion in the West and 
Southwest. The vast stretches of ag- 
ricultural land, the enormous single 
farms, the distances betweeh homes 
and the lack of numerous advantages 
which the farmers of the East have 
combine to make the matter one of 
grave importance here. 

Comparison of the lives of farmers 
and city people in their social and 
economic aspects is a subject on 
which thousands of columns have 
been written. But the advantages 
the ,farmers of the older Eastern 
States have over those in the newer 
West is something that has never 
Deen as clearly understood as it is 
now be'ug made by the investigations 
sof the “Country Life Commission.” 

Taiing the Mississippi River as a

‘which go to make a farmer’s life 


more desirable are in their infancy 
west of the Mississippi as compared 
to their development in the East. 
Farms in the East are smaller and 
residences consequently closer togeth- 
er, schools are more numerous and 
better equipped, and perhaps most 
important of all, the public roads of 
the West as a whole will not com- 
pare with those of the East. 

Indiana alone has more miles of in- 
terurban electric lines than all the 
states and territories west of the 
Mississippi. Thousands of farmers 
in that State are able to take the 
trolley at their very doors and ride 
into a neighboring city at any hour. 
Their produce is picked up at the 
farm and taken to market without 
the necessity of long hauls over coun- 
try highways.. And where such hauls 
are necessary the distance is not so 
great and the character of the ‘roads 
is immeasurably better than they are 
aS a rule in the West and Southwest. 

The same is true of Illinois, Ohio 
and other states east of the river. 
Many of these advantages of the East 
result purely from the fact that it 
is older and more closely settled than 
many portions of the West. But they 
furnish excellent material for sug- 
gestions to the residents of the new- 
er countries by the commission which 
is devoting itself to the study of 
methods for the “uplifting” of the 
farmer. 

Since the “Country Life Commis- 
sion” was created numerous letters 
received by the President from all 
parts of the country show a wide in- 
terest in its purposes, offer many 
suggestions as to measures. for bet- 
tering the condition of the farmers 
and give opinions as to why their 
condition ig got now what it should 


be. Many of these letters are from 
the West and Southwest and show 
close study of conditions. 

The necessity of good roads is 
agreed upon by all, including the 
members of the Commission ‘and 
President Roosevelt himself. In a 
number of the letters the “ignorance” 
of the farmer is pointed out as one 
of the weights which keeps him 
down. He is ignorant in the first 
place, it is asserted, because of the 
poor school facilities, but further, the 
indictment against him asserts that 
he doesn’t know his own business, he 
doesn’t know how to farm, he doesn’t 
know what crops suit his soil, he 
doesn’t know how to conserve the 
fertility of his land—and, in many 
cases, the letter writers insist, he 
doesn’t want to learn. 

In one instance the “little red 
schoolhouse,” famed in. song and 
story, comes in for its share of 
knocks by a magazine writer, in the 
following words: 

“The child of the farmer starts life 
with a handicap. Ignorance is his 
portion. He is predestined to illiter- 
acy because the schoolhouse is of no 
use except for incompetent poets to 
write vagaries about, or for strug- 
gling artists to paint. From the view- 
point of a — man it isn’t even 
picturesque. It is simply a poorly 
located shack, illy adapted to educa- 
tional purposes, and it is presided 
over only too often by a man whose 
sole qualification is the ability to 
‘lick any dern boy who cuts up,’ or 
by a knife-edge spinster selected by 
the Board of Trustees because she'd 
become a county charge if left un- 
employed.” 

Jesse P. King, president of the 


JGood Roads League, wrote to Oyster 


Bay to say that the principal’ cause 
of the conditions existing among the 
farmers was undoubtedly due to ig- 
norance, “What is the cause of this 
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ignorance?” he asked, and then an- 
swered as follows: ‘Lack of facili- 
ties of communication with one an- 
other and with the more educated 
and populous centers. This condi- 
tion is appalling to the young men or 
women of the rural districts who de- 
sire to better their conditions, and 
to solve those questions they go to 
the cities. 

“Bad roads, poorly attended schools 
and churches, ignorance and :discon- 
tent go well together, but give such 
a community good roads and a decid- 
e]i change in other conditions will 
rapidly follow.” 

William L. Pryor, writing from 
Laurel, Miss., makes a strong plea for 
books for the children of the ignor- 
ant farmers of the South, and calls 
upon the Carnegies, who are endow- 
ing libraries in the large cities to 
turn their thoughts and some of their 
money to the establishing of circu- 
lating libraries in rural sections. 

“IT am impressed especially with 

ur idea of improving conditions in 
farming communities so that the 
young men and women would find 
farm life attractive and not continue 
to drift to cities and towns,” he 
wrote. 

“In my opinion the greatest priv- 
elege denied them is lack of somre- 
thing to read. It is a sad indictment 
against my own people, but even the 
establishing of rural routes through- 
out the couritry has failed to pro- 


oe 


vide reading material for these young 
Americans whose fathers are for the 
most part ignorant and shiftless, and 
who make no efforts to provide any- 
thing of this nature for their chil- 
dren. 

“In thousands of these homes there 
are no books outside of the family 
Bible and a half-dozen dilapidated 
schodlbooks, and no papers except 
an occasional patent inside country 
weekly. These are devoured in turn 
by every member of the household 
who is able to read.” 

In conclusion, Mr. Pryor asks the 
Commission to urge on some philan- 
thropist the establishment of such 
small libraries; 10 to a county of 25 
square miles. It is his belief that 
many of the country boys and girls 
would gladly act as librarians for the 
privilege of having the books at their 
homes, 

“Today enthusiastic prophets. are 
making the welkin ring,” says a 
writer on this subject in Van Nor- 
den’s Magazine, “in view of promises 
of a crop worth eight billion-dollars. 
Truly a stupendous sum of money 
that, and those unknowing ones who 
don’t draw comparisons or who 
wouldn't know a deduction even if 
they met one conspicuously labeled, 
leap lightly to the conclusion that 
eight billion dollars spells a world- 


wide prosperity. 


“It doesn’t amount to much, for 
even though the aggregate sum is 
large enough to pay for the cutting of 
40 Panama canals, or to give $100 to 
every man, Woman and child in the 
United States, in the securing of it 
over 29,000,000 people were employed, 
the services of and products from 20 
times as Many animals, more than a 
million wagons, machinery and imple- 
ments worth billions of dollars addi- 
tional and 840,000,000 acres of land 
were required. The last item is the 
one that proves the incompetence of 
the Cereal Seers and the Potato 
Prophets, for it means a per acre yield 
of approximately $9.44, a yield so in- 
adequate, so pitifully small, that to 
the farmers of Great Britain, France, 
Germany, Holland, Japan, freland or 
Belgium, a proportionate one would 
spell ruin.” — 

The test of good farming, it is as- 
serted, is the ability to bring a heavy 
yield per acre, and by that.test the 
farmers of America prove themselves 
the worst farmers of any civilized 
country on the globe. In the growing 
of wheat, oats, rye,and near- 
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ly every country leads us by over 150 
per cent, while little Belgium makes 
her well-cultivated acres’ produce 
three times as much. 

The average of $9.44 tells no flat- 
tering story; but neither does it show 
the squalid conditions of hundreds of 
thousands of men and women whose 
farms are far below the average. Most 
poverty stricken and ignorant‘of all 
are probably the tenant cotton farm- 
ers of the South, whose average daily 
‘mcomes are 139-10 cents a day. 
[hose people live in huts in which a 
ity man would hesitate to stable his 
horse, eat food he would hesitate to 
feed his dog, and have no greater 
opportunity for a mental awakening 
and uplift than has the Bushman of 
Australia, or the pigmy of Africa. 


MUST INCREASE YIELD. 


An increase of the present farm 
yields is one of the greatest problems 
that confront the farmers of the 
Southwest. To this end the Commis- 
sion will, it is believed, turn its at- 
tention from the outset. That can 
best be done, it is stated, by sweeping 
away the “overhanging cloud of ig- 
norance.” 

In fact the farmer will be told how 

to farm. He doesn’t even know how 
to plow now. The furrows are not 
cut deep enough, and as a result the 
enriching waters flow away. Few 
farmers who have hills on their lands 
know aught of contour or terrace 
farming. Few know of the reasons 
for rotating crops, or are aware that 
the planting of certain leguminous 
plants, such as clover, vetch and cow 
peas restore to the soil the nitro- 
gen which wheat, cotton and corn 
take aged from it. 
These.and many other things the 
Southwestern farmer must know if 
he is to live. Therefore, to point 
first the way of making more money 
will be the route the Gommission will 
take, and the study will force a re- 
port for wider educational facilities 
in simple farming methods, for the 
cutting down of the areas of farms. 
which make pitifully small yields per 
acre, and, thirdly, for the immediate 
and far-reaching improvement of all 
country roads. 

Cash benefits will flow to the 
Southwestern farmer ag goon as he 
learns to plow deeply, te conserve the 
strength of the soil, to reduce his 
areas and give better attention to 
the smaller tracts, and to force state 
and county authorities to build hard- 
surfaced roads, free from mud and 
ruts, that will rank as the freight and 
passenger transportation lines of the 
rural districts. : |

in the United States as compared with Europe, where 
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bushels per acre totaled 567,669,948 
bushels, valued, on the basis of 66.7 
cents per bushel, at $378,636,074. 

Had this acreage approximated the 
per acre yield of Ireland, 38 bushels 
per acre, the yield would have been 
1,799,621,502 bushels, valued at $3819,- 
511,468.83. A similar condition ob- 
tains in oats, barley and rye, all 
staple products of Southwestern 
farms, while the American per acre 
yield in potatoes is ulsgracefully low 
when one ponders over the fact that 
we produce 93 bushels per acre, while 
the European average is considera- 
bly over 200. 

If there’ is any good reason why 
the European farmers should lead the 
farmers of the land that boasts of a 
greater enlightenment.than any other, 
it would seem that the time has ar- 


rived to discover that reason and 


eliminate it. The mere fact that the 
conditions prevail is ample warrant 
for study and work to alter them. 

During the fruitful harvest season 
of 1905-6, 85,487,000,000 pounds of 
farm products, consisting of barley, 
corn, cotton, flaxseed, hemp, hops, 
peanuts, rice, tobacco, wheat and 
wool were hauled from farms to ship- 
ping points over the country roads. 
That vast weight did not include the 
products hauled from farms to mills 
and from mills back to farms. 

Nor did it include all the crops 
produced, the notable exceptions be- 
ing truck products and fruit. Neith- 
er do those figures include the prod- 
ucts of mines or forests or the com- 
modities that go from city to country. 
Therefore, the slightest saving in the 
cost of hauling per ton would assume 
vast proportions when considered in 
connection with the total output of 
the country.

Under those circum- 
stances it is surprising that he did 
not immediately drop the matter 
when Dr. Byers failed to recognize 
Luther Kane as his son. But he did 
not. 

The boy had been left in Mayner’s 
charge by a man who gave his name 
as Davis, and who asserted that he 
had secured the child from an orphan 
asylum at Paducah. Davis had come 
to Ford’s Ferry in a shanty boat in 
September, 1905, and tied up there 
for a few days. Mayner appeared at 
the boat one day and the boy was 
turned over to him. 


THE RED HOUSEBOAT. 


This was practically all that Lowry 
knew of the boy’s history at that time. 
But he doubted if an orphan asylum 
would give a small boy into the hands 
of a man traveling by himself in a 
shanty boat and with no apparent 
means of support. So he wrote to 
Paducah asking the police to investi- 
gate the matter. They wrote back 
that they could learn nothing of any 
such occurrence, and Mr. Lowry de- 
termined to push the matter further. 
There appeared, shortly, in the Pa- 
ducah Sun the following advertise- 
ment: 


A BOY LOST—A year ago a 
man living on a houseboat in the 
Ohio River and calling himself 
Davis, had a little boy in his 
charge. He said this boy’s name 
was Luther Kane, and that he 
got him from an orphan home 
in Paducah, Ky. Please inform 
me as to whether this was true 
or not, and give all information 
obtainable of the boy and his 
parentage. There are good rea- 
sons for wanting to know these 
things.—James A. Lowry, Ford's 
Ferry, Ky. 

The first link in the chain Lowry 
was finally to forge came as a result 
of this advertisement. G. W. Bass, 
1626 Broad street, Paducah, Ky., an- 
swered the advertisement and told 
Lowry that Davis had been in his 
employ when. he came into possession 
of Luther Kane, and that Davis got 
the boy not from an orphan home, 
but from his “mother,” with whom he 
had lived on a red shanty boat which 
had tied up at Paducab. 

The woman was taken sick, Mr. 
Bass wrote, and sold the boat, left 
the .boy in charge of Charles Davis 
and went to the City Hospital. There 
she died. 

Several letters passed between Low- 


ry and Bass and through them and 
from other sources which developed, 
Lowry learned that the woman had 


held a whispered consultation with: 


Davis just before she was put in che 
ambulance to be taken to the hos- 
pital, and that she had then given the 
boy into his charge. Davis left a 
few days after she died, and it was a 
year later that he tied up at Ford’s 
Ferry and turned Luther Kane over 
to Mayner. 

Before, closing his correspondence 
with Bass Lowry sent him the pho- 
tograph he had obtained from Mrs. 
Byers of little Richmond, and, with- 
out giving any intimation as to who 
was the original of the picture, or 
that it was not one taken of Luther 
Kane after he reached Ford’s Ferry, 
asked Mr. Bass to identify it, and also 
put a number of other questions to 
him. Some of the statements in 
Bass’ reply to this letter were ‘of 
great assistance to Lowry, and the 
portion regarding the picture is par- 
ticularly significant. An extract from 
Mr. Bass’ letter follows: 

IDENTIFIES THE PHOTOGRAPH. 

“I have been tracing the man Stev- 
ens, who saw the woman when she 
was put in the ambulance to go to the 
hospital, and who recognized her as 
a Terre Haute woman. He knows all 
about the woman. 
at Brookport, Ill., then at Mound City, 
Ill. I have been waiting for‘him to 
come back, then I can find out all 
about the woman. All the men here 
seem to know her, but none of them 
know her name. I find she came 
from Terre Haute, Ind., and came 
down the Wabash in the little red 
shanty boat which she sold here. I 
return the photograph you sent me. 
I showed it to several parties here 
who readily recognized it a8 a picture 
of the little boy which the woman 
transferred to Charley Davis, and 
some of them say they are willing to 
swear that this is the same boy.” 

It should be borne in mind that the 
picture was of Richmond Byers, and 
not of Luther Kane, the boy who 
had been on the houseboat, and also 
that it had beeh taken only about six 
months previous to the time the boy 
was seen by Bass, while it was almost 
a year later before Dr. Byers saw 
Luther Kane and failed to identify 
him as his son. 

Encouraged by the information ob- 
tained through his advertisement in 
the Paducah Sun, Mr. Lowry adopted 
the same method for following up the 
red houseboat and its occupants. He 
placed advertisements in practically

every paper between Paducah and 
Terre Haute and numerous letters 
came in response. 

One letter from 8S. L. Jackson, ed- 
itor of the Hardin (Ky.) Era, stated 
that the little red houseboat had come 
down the river past Cave-in-Rock 
(Mr. Jackson's home) some time in 
August, 1904, and that in the boat, 
in addition to a woman and a little 
boy, Was a man named Kendall. Low- 
ry then wrote to the secretary of 
the Masonic lodge at Mount Carmel, 
Ill., thinking to trace the boat back 
up the river, and in this he was suc- 
cessful. 

One bit of information about the 
red houseboat was that “the only 
one who seemed to know anything 
about it wa#the Sheriff, Mr. Alexan- 
der Camptan. He spoke of a woman 
who had a red shanty boat and who 
was accused of having a mania for 
stealing little boys.”’ 

It was also stated that “There used 
to be a man named Kendall in this 
vicinity. We called him ‘Uap’ Ken- 
dall. What became of him I do not 
know; have inquired of others and 
they do not know. I will refer you 
to Jess Lindsay, at the Government 
dam here, as nothing can pass 
through the locks until name, descrip- 
_— and all is made a matter of rec- 
ord.” 

Lowry wrote first to Sheriff Camp- 
tan, but the Sheriff was assassinated 
before he could reply to the letter. 
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A letter to Lindsay, in charge of 
the locks at the Government dam, 
brought this furthe® tnformation re- 
garding the mysterious red houseboat 
and its occupants: | 

“A red houseboat passed through 
the locks July 12, 1904, at 10 p. m., 
Lafayette to Paducah. The man in 
charge gave his name as Joe Taylor. 
I was informed that the man Kendall 
got on the boat at Mount Carmel.” 

Many other letters reached Lowry as 
a result of his advertisement. He 
finally decided to take the course of 
the red houseboat and follow it up 
the Ohio and the Wabash to Terre 
Haute. This he did, going finally to 
Seelyville, where he secured board in 
the home of the Byers family, and 
stayed several days, spending his time 
studying the situation and talking 
to persons familiar with the circum- 
stances surrounding tue disappear;

these reports are based on the sentiment of Wall 
street, or on that of the Middle West, will reg- 
ulate their '°ss or gain on the election in the 
contest between Taft and Bryan. The members 
who underwrite fire and marine insurance sel- 
dom underwrite stocks, weather, racing or elec- 
tion risks. In either case the losses are guaran- 
teed beforehand, not by the Lloyds, but by the 
deposits of the individual underwriters. 

Many Americans are members of the Lloyds 
society, for in the American the love for ex- 
citement is strong and betting furnishes it. in 
great big heaps. It’s this same excitement which 
cauSes men to wager money withthe Lloyds. The 
sums are generally large, for the Lloyds won't 
take small bets. They are in for big game, and 
men with plenty of money play it. 

With many of those who make wagers with 
the Lloyds it’s not the sum of money they may 
win from the British society, but the excitement 
that the thing furnishes them that is worth the 
money risked. At least so they argue. 

It’s the same scheme that marks attendanc® 
at a horse race or a sport event of any kind. A 
race is five times more interesting to a: man when 
he has a few dollars or cigars on a contestant 
than when he’s not betting on the result. 


THE SYSTEM. 


Every morn'ng at Lloyds the different propos’: 
tions are made public. The members hear what 
wagers are wanted from every part of the globe 
Every member who is doing “insuring” has the 
privilege of accepting or refusing an offer. After 
all the offers have been accepted, the Lloyds are 
prepared for new ones. 

A new factor in politics this year was the 
“Lioyd system.” In New York they didn’t call 
it betting. but used the more gentle term of “in- 
suring.” Those who wanted to wager on the 
outcome of the recent presidential election didn’t 
hunt up some willing gentleman and say: 

“I'll bet you —— that Bryan will be elected,” 
or “that Taft will be elected,” whichever the case 
might be. 

They didn’t make a bet, shake hands or hunt 
up a stakeholder, but the man who wanted to 
lay a wager on the election went to an insurance 
broker and asked for a “P. P. I.,” or, in other 
words, “a policy with proof of interest.” 

The merchant who dealt in busts and litho- 
graphs of William Howard Taft, or the pub- 
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public, could weli insuré himself against financial 

loss by Bryan’s election by taking a few risks 

with the Lloyds, who are at the other end of the 

cable in London and always willing to oblige any 

inquirer with whatever long chances he wishes 
Those who wanted to insure against the election 

of Bryan didn’t have to show that he would be 
ae 
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damaged. The possession of a policy is suffi- 
cient proof, but under the English laws they can't 
be legally collected. They have exactly the same 
standing as betting under the laws of Michigan 
or an I, O. U. check after a night session of 
poker. \ 

Those who don’t care to lose bet with the 
Lloyds.

On the other hand, if Taft is defeated 
he will lose the premium on the insurance, but he 
will have coming to him what he would have 
lost if Taft had been elected. So that the man 
gets enough financial condolence. i 


THE FIRST INGURANCE. 


Edward Lioyd insured nothing but that Java 
should be good and a few\ minor things. The 
original members of the society were sedats_per- 
sons who thlked of pledging their fortunes 

sea—insuring vessels 
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against the elements, and they were themselves 
interested in many ships. 

The Lloyds grew rich on the ship insurance 
business. There was a great wide field ahead, 
so they seized opportunity by the horns and en- 
gaged in other insurance ventures. Today they 
cover almost every line over which fate rules.

The owner of a great thoroughbred may feel 
confident that his horse will win a race; in fact 
he may know that nothing except sudden lame- 
ness or a like mistfortune can prevent his horse 
from winning. So he goes to the Lloyds, insures 
his horse against misfortune, ° d if it does hap- 
pen to prevent the horse from winning the race, 
the owner will win anyway. He simply can't 
lose. 

The Lloyds are a canny lot of Britisners. They 
know the uncertainty of ...e great American pub- 
lic and they get » fortune out of this knowledge. 
They are aware that even a twice-defeated can- 
didate stands a good chance -* election in Amer- 
ica and they are a little shy about taking a big 
emount of money insuring Taft against defeat. 

One of the earliest examples of political inenr- 
ance known on the American side of the Atlantic 
occurred during the presidential election of 1994. 
During the campaign of that vear one man had 
bet $8000 that Roosevelt would be elected. Tie 
considered the tet as safe as though he had the 
money in his own pocket till it occurred to him 
that if Roosevelt should drop dead he’d lose the 
$8000. A friend suggested to h'm that he go to 
the Lloyds ahd insure the life of Roosevelt. This 
he did. It didn’t take much money. The Lioyds 
were willing to risk $8000 on the life of Roose- 
velt at a small premium. So, if Roosevelt had 
died the bettor wouldn't have lost his $8000, as 
the Lloyds would have paid h'm that much 
in insurance. .

: @ place, the Forbidden Land, beyond the 
Himalaya Mountains. He went in there 


three ye": ago, and then they walled 
up the tmvuth ef the cave and furled 
him alive. During the day a rivulet of 


Jvater trickles past him where he sits, 


but tn the night the freeging cold puts 
forth a paralyzing hand upon the old 
man and the stream. 

Once a day devout souls put food at 
the place where the water creeps out 
of the rocks where the mouth of the 
cave would be, and the old man’s skin- 
ny fingers grope and find it and pull it 
in, very much as the coati at the Zoo 
puts forth his long prehensile claws be- 
twixt the bars for a peanut. But the 
animal has the sunlight and can see, 
and the old man has seen nothing and 
known nothing of the outer werld for 
three black, rayless years. He sits in 
biind-black darkness, thinking, think- 
ing about life and death, and he will 
sit there all the rest of his suniless 
days and starless nights, and when they 
come some morning and find the maple 
bow! just where they put it the day 
before, with the rice untouched in it. 
they will knew that he is dead, and 
they will tear down the rocks that form 
the face of his living mausoleum and 
zo in. 

+ He will be found sitting upright in a 
wooden frame something like a steamer 
chair, for they put this frame into the 
cave when they walled him up, for him 
to die in. A holy man creeps into a 
frame like this when he knows that he 
is dying; it prevents him falling to one 
Ride, so that he dies upright In Buddha's 
sitting posture, as a holy man, a lama, 
is bound to die. 

JEWEL IN THE LOTUS. 

Sven Hedin, the Swedish traveler, has 
described a recent visit to the wrinkle 
in the mountaiu’s lap where this man 
sits buried alive in the dark. Hedin was 
curious to know the man’s name. but 
they told him that he had no name. 
and it would be blasphemy to. pronounce

te sit walled up in the dark during this 
life that he might contemplate through- 
eut eternity the light that streams from 
the golden throne of Buddha, ‘‘the be-all 
and the end-all,” “om mane padme 
hum,” “the jewel-in-the-lotus, Amen.’’ 
From the story Percival Landon tells 
of the monastery at Gyang-tse, which 1s 
nearer India, the self-immurement Sven 
Hedin describes is not peculiar to the 
hitherto unknown, unheard-of place 
called Linga-gunpa. At Gyang-tse there 
is more than one holy man buried alive 
—how many, no one knows—but there, 


‘they push back a‘stone slab once a day. 


An arm swathed in a bandage, against 
profaning contact with the world, 
reaches out for a loaf of bread, laid by 
charitable hands upon the surface of 
the slab. Then the stone is shoved back 
into place again, and for another 2% 
hours the subterranean holy men are 
left alone in the dark to meditate. 

The abbot who showed the place to 
Landon was about to incarcerate him- 
self for the rest of his life. Before they 
take the final plunge, the monks of 
Gyang-tse try it for six months—and 
Then, if they decide 
they can stand it, they renounce the 
light and the world forever. 


STARING DEATH IN FACE. 


While Sven Hedin has been climbing 
around up there on the roof of the 
world, whose ridge-pole is the Hima- 
laya Mountains, China and Great Brit- 
ain told him he must come down, that 
he Was loosening a few political shin- 
gies. But as nobdy knew just where 
he Was, no one could find him to for- 
bid him, and so he roamed about up 
there at his own sweet will—-as he him- 
self says, free as a young wild ass. 

In his wonderful book, ‘“‘Through 
Asia,” Sven Hedin describes au experi- 
ence in the desert north of the Kuen- 
Lun Mountains that makes clear what 
manner of man he its. His party of 
eight camels and five men, a faithful 
dog, Yolidash, a few fowls and a sheep, 
had got down to the dregs of their wa- 
ter tanks, and so the men started dig- 
ging a well in the desert. At the depth 
of a man’s body the sand was moist: at 
10% feet it went dry again, and they

gave it up. The camels, who had stood 
around the edge of the pit, patiently 
waiting, resumed their undulating jour- 
ney over the billows of the sand-dunes 
till two of these “‘ships of the desert,’ 
waterless for four days, cou!d go no 
further, and, despite the goadings of 
their driver, lay down in the sand to 
die. 


A sandstorm came up like a blizzard 
with the whizging flakes replaced by 
parching gravel, and another camel 
breathed its last. Most of the food had 
now to be abandoned from sheer ina- 
bility to carry it. There were 3% pints 
of water left for five camels, five men 
and the dog. Hedin gave up half of his 
share. Two days later a third of a pint 
was left. Two of the men stole it. Dur- 
ing all this time Hedin never forgot to 
count his paces to determine the dis- 
tance and note the compass bearings. 


A DESPERATE SITUATION. 


The next day (May 1) the camels lay 
with their necks stretched out, gasping 
on the ground, and two of the men went 
crazy. A rooster was killed and its blood 
sucked; then the sheep was sacrificed, 
and as the blood gushed from the ar- 
teries of the neck they tried to drink 
it, but even the dog turned away, dis- 
gusted, from the warm, bright blood. 
The crazy men had to be left behind to 
die. The dog. Yolldash, still staggered 
on in the scooping footprints of his 
master. Then another man fell with a 
groan, and lay on his back babbling and 
gasping for water. Sven Hedin weut on, 
with a single companion. All the bag- 
gage was abandoned except two watch- 
es, a bell, a compass, a knife, a pencil 
and one piece of paper, a box of match- 
es, a handkerchief, a can of lobster and 
a handful of cigarettes. For two days 
the men went on without a drop of wa- 
ter, They came to a clump of tamaisks 
and chewed the leaves. When the sun 
came up they dug holes in the shade 
of the bushes and buried themselves 
naked in the sand. At night they built 
a fire, in the hope of signaling to 
chanee wavyfarefrs. 

The next day (May 4, 18%, they fell 
exhausted in the sand at § a. m., and 
they lay 10 hours. The other man, Ka- 
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sim, was “sinking fast.’”’ That night 
Kasim gave up, and Sven Hedin went 
on in the dark, alone. ‘‘I lit my cigar- 
ette,”’ he writes, naively. Kasim got to 
his feet again and Yollowed the light of 
the cigarette. They came to human 
footprints in the sand and were over- 
joyed—till presently they found these 
footprints were tneir own! The next 
day they blundered into a forest, thick 
with creepers and thorn bushes, and 
told themselves a river was in hiding in 
its shady coverts. But they found no 
river there, and Kasim lay down again 
to die, while Sven Hedin staggered on, 
propping himself with a spade handle. 
After a mile and a half, he came to a 
pool of water. “Before drinking, I 
counted my pulse; it was az. 

That single sentence tells us why it 
was granted Sven Hedin to go, where 
no white man ever had been before him. 
Think of the nerve of the man who at 
at moment like that, pauses in the in- 
terests of science to count his pulse! 
Then he filled his boots with water, 
made a yoke of his spade-shaft, to carry 
the precious burden, and got back to 
the glazing eyes of his inarticulate 
companion (May 6, at dawn). Kasim, 
revived by the drink, went for more 
water, and Hedin did not see him again 
for four dhys, and believed him lost. 
In the meantime, Hedin stumbled upon 
a shepherd's encampment, where, on 
May 10. Kasim found him. With Kasim 
came two of the supposed dead men 
and one of the camels, bringing with 


. os 
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them Hedin’s instruments and drawings 
and a frightful story of fighting and dy- 
ing across the desert, the faithful dog. 
Yolldash, dragging his body after them 
to the very last and following them 
with mute and piteous eyes when he 
could go no farther. 
HEDIN VERY RELIGIOUS. 

Since. the days of Marco Polo there 
has been no voyaging in Asia to com- 
pare with Sven Hedin’s repeated trav- 
erses of that loneliest desert in the 
world that Hes to the north of Tibet. 
In 1907, ranging the wilderness to the 
South of the Kuen-Lun range and west 
ot Lhasa, he came upon a chain of 
mountains 2000 miles in length and 19,- 
000 feet im height undreamed of by 
gecgraphers. If these mountains began 
at Philadelphia—which is exactly on the 
opposite side of the earth—their chilly, 
snow-crowned procession would reach a!! 
the way to Denver. 

Hedin was looking—at first with 2 
servants, then with five, and finally 
with but one—for a sacred lake that 
Hindu pligrims prayed him to ex- 
plore. He is a very religious man, and 
when he has to jettison his baggage the 
Bible is the last book to go. 

With the simplicity of the old Anglo- 
Saxon poet Caedmon he writes: ‘I cher- 
ished a secret hope to be able one day 
to describe it (the lake) in words for 
others, to be able in my insignificance 
to utter a feeble and faltering word of 
praise of the Almigncy, * * * A bath 
in the lake insures Hindus immunity

from sin; a pilgrimage in the same di- 
rection as the hands of a clock frees 
the Tibetan from the tortures of pur- 
gatory, and permits ‘him after death 
to sit for all eternity at the feet of the 
gods and eat tsamba out of golden 
dishes.” 
MONKS BURIED ALIVE. 

The Chinese Resident at Gyang-tse 
(where the monks are buried under the 
stone) told him he must not go and 
showed a copy of the convention be- 
tween Great Britain and China, in 
which a sort of Asiatic application of 
the Monroe Doctrine forbids any Eu- 
ropean from trespassing in Tibet. But 
nevertheless he went, and for days and 
days lived upon the holy lake in a crazy 
sheepskin coracle to find how deep it 
was by taking soundings, and while the 
wind from the mountain passes made 
a plaything of his little boat the monks 
lit fires on the shore and prayed to all 
the gods for his safe return. 

Hesourceful, brave, enduring, Sven 
Hedin is the stuff of which heroes and 
super-men are made. 

The first man to tell us much about 
Northern Tibet, now thoroughly ex- 
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plored by Sven Hedin, was an American, 
William Woodville Rockhill, the present 
American Minister at Pekin, who is 
probably the only American who is 
thoroughly at home in the barbarous, 
jangling dissonance of the Tibetan lan- 


guage. (One,.man in the British army, — 


Capt. O’Connor, speaks the tongue.) 
There are no trees in that forsaken 
northern part of the country, and only 
three kinds of bushes, of which the wil- 
low is most in evidence. The blades of 
the scanty grass, sharp as needles, 
pierce through the traveler’s blanket. 
Even in midsummer the hills are sheet- 
ed with ice, the general level of the 
plateau being 16-18,000 feet. The soil of 
the plain, muffled in melting snows, is 
spongy, with salt-encrusted mud flats 
here and there, and as you walk across 
it it unduletes as though threatening to 
let you through into the nether world 
of which it might well be the lid.- 
The wind blows eternally, and Father 
Huc, the Jesuit, tells of a cannonade of 
halistones that welghed two pounds 
apiece. In the half-frozen streams the 
biocks of ice are scarcely to be distin- 
guished from the boulders; and a Tibe- 


tan bridge is likely te be nothing more 


than a single rope, to which you cling: a 


like a sloth, shinning horizontally 
tlie swirling torrent,
